The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
(Singh) fails to teach or fairly suggest analyzing the light emission to identify the presence of at 
least one air constituent in the chamber from an air leak into the chamber; means for analyzing the 
light emission to identify the presence of the at least one predetermined compound having been 
generated from a reaction with at least one air constituent in the chamber from an external air leak 
into the chamber for detecting the leak of external air into the chamber of the plasma reactor; and 
not having a wafer present when detecting a light emission of the plasma inside the chamber and 
when establishing a plasma inside the chamber of the reactor, in combination with the remaining 
features and elements of the claimed invention.
